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Emergency Amateur Radio in the Aftermath of 
Hurricanes Katrina and Rita 
Dr. Bob Conder K4RLC 


-Last month, I was deployed by the American Red Cross Dis- 
aster Mental Health Assistance Team to the Mississippi Gulf 
coast to help with Hurricane Katrina relief. While I had also 
volunteered with ARES, the Red Cross called first. However, 
one of my goals was to meet hams providing disaster assis- 
tance, and to document their efforts. Below is a summary of 
ham radio activity in a Level 5 disaster area. 

-Montgomery, Alabama was the Red Cross staging area for 
all activities in Alabama and Mississippi and parts of Louisi- 
ana. When we arrived at the old KMART building (turned into 
the Red Cross HQ there) via a chartered bus, I saw a B& W 
Folded Dipole on the roof, along with a few VHF antennas. I 
knew hams were near. Inside, | met Dennis K7BV, an ARRL 
staffer who had brought his entire HF station from Newington. 
This included an ICOM IC-756Proll and a Heathkit amplifier. 
Dennis explained that the amp was needed due to the solar 
flares in early and mid September. Dennis was joined by Fred 
W2FMB who had volunteered from New Jersey and Greg 
W4OZK, Alabama section manager, among other hams I did- 
n’t have a chance to meet. 

-Immediately after Katrina and for several weeks, the usual 
infrastructure of telephones, electricity, cell phones and a clean 
water supply was obliterated. The hams in Montgomery took 
traffic by HF from the Red Cross centers in the Gulf. This traf- 
fic included needs for supplies and personnel to staff the Red 
Cross facilities, and emergency, but not health and welfare 
traffic. 

-One of the main contacts in the Gulf for Montgomery was the 
Red Cross HQ in Biloxi, Mississippi, at that time located at the 
Joppa Shriner’s Temple. When I arrived, the Cumberland 
County (TN) Emergency Communications Group had their 
beautiful AirStream trailer in the back of the shrine. They also 
had a B&W Folded Dipole (run out over a small tent city) and 
several VHF antennas. Since they had been deployed right af- 
ter Katrina hit, they were rotated out and replaced by Robert 
N8TVU, ARES DEC for the Cincinnatti area. Robert, a retired 
Deputy Sheriff, had a smaller comm trailer with more antennae 
per square inch on the top of the trailer, and more radios per 
square inch inside the trailer than I had ever seen. He had out- 
fitted the equipment him- 
self, and told his wife it 
kept him out of trouble in 
his retirement, hi hi. Robert 
had a full complement of 
radios, including HF, VHF, 
UHF, a portable VHF re- 

, peater and Motorola com- 

! mercial radios for the Red 
Cross frequencies. Outside, 
he had a hydraulic tower, 
the type used by mobile TV 
stations, with a crossbar for 
his VHF antenna. It also 
was the apex for a simple 
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ladder line dipole. 
-Out in the field, I met two 
hams whom I consider he 
roic. The first was Ed, 
W4AGA, who set up a 
complete HF and VHF sta- 
tion in a football stadium 
used as a large tent city for 
displaced persons in East 
Biloxi. This may not sound 
like much, but Ed only has 
one leg, being an amputee. 
-Finally, way west at the 
Mississippi-Louisiana bor- 
der is Pearlington, which 
was really ground zero for 
Hurricane Katrina. In fact, 
the Emergency Operations Center and the Police and Fire De- 
partments there had been completely destroyed. Hams there 
dispatched police, fire and EMS over 146.55, performing life 
saving activities. Richard N6DWC, was one such ham who had 
been sleeping on the floor of the High School EOC for weeks, 
and who rode out Hurricane Rita as she spread gale force 
winds east in the Mississippi Gulf. 

-Overall, radio communications was limited to point to point 
simplex, both HF and VHF. All repeaters in the Gulf had been 
blown to who knows where, except for the Gulfport repeater. 
Its use was limited to emergency traffic for weeks. Any Inter- 
net radio services, such as Echolink and IRLP, were not work- 
ing, given the damage to the communications infrastructure. 
-In terms of damage, all along the coast from East Biloxi to 
Pearlington on the Louisiana border, it looked like someone 
had nuked the area, for blocks back from the water. I was hum- 
bled by the folks who had lost their homes, jobs, possessions, 
and many had lost friends and relatives. But, they were resil- 
ient, trying to spring back in the face of Hurricanes Katrina and 
Rita, known as the worst natural disaster in America’s history. 
-Although the radio needs after Katrina were extreme, there are 
obvious implications for our equipment preparation. Now is the 
time to take an inventory of your shack, and decide what you 
need to make it Disaster proof. Also, if you wish to provide 
EmComm in the field, now is the time to make your shack 
portable, including a portable generator, batteries, and antenna. 
Additionally, consider taking the Level One Emergency Com- 
munications course from ARRL. This course offers great infor- 
mation on EmComm not readily available elsewhere. 

-My complete story of ham radio emergency communications

I hope you will 
read it and find it 
interesting.
